KEPT THREAT TO KILL 
WIFE AND HER FAMILY 


Man Returns to Native Place and 
Home-Coming Marks a Terrible 
Tragedy—Five Are Slain by the 
Suicide, 


Berlin, Sept. 21—A dcmestic trag- 
edy, involving the murder of live 
members of a household, has occur- 
red in the village of Rendel, Hesse, 
William Gunderloch, who returned

Results of the federal elections throughout the entire Dominion of 
Canada will be announced to the citi zens of Edmonton by the Bulletin to- 
night as soon as they are received over the wires. Telegraph instruments 
will be in operation in the Bulletin o ffice on Jasper avenue east and every 
indication of the political pulse of the country will be given to the people 
through the medium of a powerful moving picture machine, which will 
throw the returns on a canvas sheet stretched across the front of Jackson 
Brothers building opposite the Bulletin block. 

Since Confederation probably nc Dominion election has roused the 
people to such a high pitch of interest as the present one. To-day Canada 
is deciding its political destiny perhaps for all time to come. At any rate 
reciprocity, the greatest issue ever placed before the people of British 
North America, is at stake. In what way will it be decided? That is the 
question to which an answer will be given to-night on the screen opposite 
the Bulletin office. Figures, after months of discussion, will prove un- 
questionably the judgment of the pe ople. And to learn of this judgment 
of Canada, and of the consequent fate of the Liberal and Conservative 
parties, the citizens of Edmonton will to-night throng the down town 
streets in thousands. 

For the information of the people, the Bulletin has made the most 
complete arrangements. And provisicn has been made, too, for the enter- 
tainment of the throng in moments when returns are slow in coming in. 
The moving picture machine of the Bijou theatre will be used in flashing 
the results on the screen, and through this machine, under the direction of 
Manager Williamson of the Bijou theatre, ten thousand feet of motion 
pictures, in films both comic and serious, will be shown. The exhibition 
of moving pictures will-not delay the announcement of returns as when- 
ever they are received the film will be interrupted for a moment. In ad- 
dition to the motion pictures, splendid likenesses of leading figures in 
both political parties will be shown oa the screen and running cartoons 
will be drawn by a black and white artist as inspired by the returns. 

Even before any results are received from polls in. the Edmonton dis- 
trict complete returns from some constituencies in the far east should be 
received. There is a difference of three hours in time between the Mari- 
tim Provinces and Alberta. Polls in Halifax will be closed three hours. be- 
fore polls in Edmonton. Polls in Ontario will be closed two hours earlier 
than here, and in Manitoba one hour earlier. First returns from the east 
should then be received about four o'clock, 

Returns from local polls should begin to come in about 5.45, and the 
result of the voting in Edmonton will be known before seven o'clock: Re- 
turns from a majority of country polis should also be received early in the 
evening. The detailed returns of theelections in the other six Alberta con 
stituncies will be announced at the Bulletin as they are received at head- 
quarters in the respective ridings. Extra editions of the Bulletin will, be 
put on the street during the evening as soon as occasion demands. A late 
extra will contain the final result of the elections. 

How great is the interest taken in the election may be judged from 
the extraordinary arrangements which have been made for the receipt of 
the returns. Workmen have been busy for several days past stringing ex- 
tra telegraphic wires in all directions. The (irand Trunk Pacifie have 
strung wires into Liberal and Conservative headquarters. The Canadian 
Northern Telegraph have placed instruments in the Bulletin office, the 
Journal office and the Elks’ Club, and in addition will give special mes- 
senger service to the Deacon’s pool room, the Dominion Cigar Store and 
the Edmonton Daily Capital. C.P. R. have run wirec into the Ed- 
monton Club, the Liberal Club, the Thistle rink, the Ceci]. hotel and the of- 
fices of the Journal and Bulletin. In the Thistle Rink a special program 
of election returns and motion pictures will be put on by Manager Card 
of the Orpheum theatre. Direct wires have been put in the rink by the C, 
N. R. and C, P. R. and 7,000 feet of new moving pictures will be dis- 
played at intervals, 

The Bulletin service will provide the very first election returns for 
the throngs on Jasper avenue to-night and when the result of the election 
in the Edmonton constituency is known the Hon, Frank Oliver and other 
prominent Liberals will address the citizens from the first story of the 
Bulletin byilding.

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“THE FIGHT FOR FREEDOM. 


One contention of the opponents of re- 
ciprocity has been correct; that the cam- 
paign which closes today in the _ polling- 
booth is one of vast consequence to the Can- 
adian people. Perhaps none that has pre- 
ceded it has been fraught with vaster 
significance or with more enduring results. 
While the fight has been waged by parties 
about one point in the economic field, the 
forces engaged have been forces as old as 
the world, and the battle itself is an engage- 
ment in the unending war between private 
privilege and public right. Ever since men 
conceived the possibility of perverting the 
functions of the state into agencies for pro- 
moting, through a protective tariff, the 
up-building of private fortunes there has 
been strife unending between those who 
share the profits of this system and those 
whose liberties are curtailed that the pro- 
fits may be taken. The fight now drawing 
to its close has been such as has often taken 
place in other lands, and such as has taken 
place before in Canada; but the circum- 
stances mark the engagement as one of 
decisive character and therefore of greater 
than usual importance to the Canadian peo- 
ple. The campaign has been not merely an 
occasional scrimmage between those who 
call themselves Liberals and those who 
call themselves Conservatives to settle the 
incidenta] question of which of them shall 
be the ins and which shall be the _ outs. 
True, it has been a party fight, as every 
political struggle must be; but it did not 
originate as a party-fight, should not have 
been a party-fight, and would not have been 
a party-fight had not a band of self-inter- 
ested individuals laid hold of the machinery 
of one party and forced it to fight their 
battle—against the wishes of a large ma- 
jority of its privates.and some of its lead- 
ers. The reciprocity proposal was not a 
party-proposal, but a demand from the peo- 
ple acting regardless of party. It would 
probably have been made had the opposing 
party been in power, and it is not unreason- 
able to assume that if made to a govern- 
ment headed by Mr. Borden it would have 
been granted if he could have secured __ it. 
Nor did the fight against reciprocity begin 
with the Conservative party or the leader 
of that party. The evidence is that Mr. 
Borden had no notion of arraying his 
forces in hostility to the agreement until 
he was taken in hand by a combination of 
wealthy and influential gentlemen and told 
that unless he fought reciprocity he need 
look for no help from them when he wanted 
to fight the Government on other grounds. 
Thes= lords of the dollar were the people 
who originated the war against recipro- 
city; gentlemen of both political parties; 
gentlemen who have grown wealthy 
through opportunities given them by the 
protective tariff, and who because of this, 
regard any reduction in the tariff as one 

step in a direction which may imperil the 
privileges they enjoy. It is only fair to all 
concerned to say that had conditions been 
reversed, had Mr. Borden been premier, 
and had he brought in this reciprocity mea- 
sure, the gentlemen who have dragooned 
him into fighting reciprocity when intro- 
duced by Laurier would have made just as! 
determined efforts to coerce Laurier into 
opposing reciprocity when introduced by 
Borden. These men have no polities but 
their purses, no party save the party which 
for the time is willing—or can be compelled 
—to promote their interests. These have 
been the real makers of the war against

blushingly proclaimed as the prerogative 
of the few who benefit from the tariff. 
That has been the real issue of the cam4 

paign and the question which will be set- 
tled in the ballot-boxes today; whether the 
tariff of Canada is to be made by the Can- 
adian people for the Canadian people, or 
whether it is to be framed to restrict the 
liberties and opportunities of the people in 
the interest of the privileged class. 


WHAT TODAY WILL DECIDE. 


The issue to be decided today is wheth- 
er Canada shall continue a high tariff 
country or move in the direction of lower 
tariffs and freer trade 

If Borden wins it will be on a platform 
of opposition to tariff reduction, and he will 
therefore, have a mandate not to lower the 
tariff, but rather to raise it. And the Big 
Interests back of his organization and fin- 
ancing his campaign will demand their re- 
ward. 

If Laurier is defeated it will be in an 
attempt to lower the tariff, and if defeated 
on that issue by the votes of the people the 
Liberals cannot be expected to again en- 
deavor to lower the tariff . No responsible 
party, therefore, would advocate lower 
duties and freer trade in the life of the 
present generation. 

Canada is at “the parting of the ways.” 
Will it take the road to high protection and 
trade restriction or the road to lower tariffs 
and freer trade? 

This is the issue the people will. decide 
by their ballots today. 


Mr. Meighen, anti-reciprocity candi- 
date in Pertage La Prairie, told an audi- 
ence some days ago that the United States 
exported 73 million bushels of wheat last 
year.
